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SUB J : TWO U.S. FIRMS PLANNING COMMERCIAL OPERATIONS IN 
ANGOLA 

SUMMARY: EXECUTIVES FROM TWO U.S. COMPANIES RECENTLY 
VISITED THE EMBASSY COMMERCIAL OFFICE TO ADVISE OF THEIR 
FIRMS' PLANS TO BEGIN OPERATIONS IN ANGOLA. 

1 . MR. ROLAND R.P. SAVILL, VICE PRESIDENT OF JOHNSON AND 
JOHNSON INTERNATIONAL (JJI) ADVISED THAT THE ANGOLAN 
GOVERNMENT (RPA) HAD CONTACTED HIS LOCAL COMPANY 
REPRESENTATIVE IN LUANDA AND REQUESTED THAT JJI REOPEN 
ITS MANUFACTURING PLANT AND BEGIN COMMERCIAL OPERATIONS 
AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. MR. SAVILL, WHO IS BASED IN LISBON, 
EXPLAINED THAT JJI HAD CLOSED ITS SMALL FACILITIES (20-25 
LOCAL WORKERS AND 3-4 EUROPEAN TECHNICIANS) SHORTLY 
PRIOR TO INDEPENDENCE, BUT HAD LEFT AN ANGOLAN EMPLOYEE 
IN ITS LUANDA OFFICES TO DEMONSTRATE THAT COMPANY HAD NOT 
"ABANDONED" ITS OPERATIONS. 

2. UPON RECEIPT OF THIS EXPRESSION OF INTEREST ON THE 
PART OF THE RPA AUTHORITIES, SAVILL SENT THE FORMER 
MANAGER OF JJI'S ANGOLAN OPERATIONS, A GERMAN ENGINEER, 

TO LUANDA IN EARLY AUGUST TO CONTACT THE APPROPRIATE 
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DISCUSSIONS WITH TOP GOVERNMENT OFFICIALS, INCLUDING THE 
SECRETARY OF INDUSTRY. JJI WAS ASSURED OF FULL RPA 
GOVERNMENT COOPERATION, INCLUDING SAFE CONDUCT PASSES/ 
VISAS FOR ANY NUMBER OF FOREIGN TECHNICIANS CHOSEN BY 
THE COMPANY TO RUN THE OPERATIONS, GUARANTEES AGAINST 
LABOR PROBLEMS, IMPORT ASSISTANCE FOR NECESSARY RAW 
MATERIALS, ETC. SAVILL WAS IMPRESSED BY THE CONCRETE 
EXPRESSIONS OF GOOD WILL ON THE PART OF THE RPA, AND HAS 
DECIDED TO TRAVEL PERSONALLY TO LUANDA TO MAKE FINAL 
ARRANGEMENTS TO REOPEN JJI'S OPERATIONS. 

3. MR. HAROLD SHAPIRO OF LEON TEMPELSMAN & SON, INC. 

ADVISED THE EMBASSY THAT HIS COMPANY WOULD PRESENT A 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN TO THE RPA GOVERNMENT FOR THE DEVELOP- 
MENT OF SUB-SOIL RESOURCES. MR. SHAPIRO SAID THAT HIS 
COMPANY HAD ENGAGED THE SERVICES OF LUANDA LAWYER, DR. 
BRITO DOS SANTOS. TO ARRANGE TALKS BETWEEN HIMSELF AND 
RPA OFFICERS. MR. SHAPIRO SAID THAT HIS COMPANY, WHICH 

HAD RECENTLY PUT TOGETHER A $800 MILLION PROJECT IN 
ZAIRE, WAS PREPARED TO INVEST "WHATEVER IS NECESSARY" IN 
ANGOLAN EXPLORATION AND EXTRACTIVE INDUSTRIES. 

4. BOTH OF THE ABOVE EXECUTIVES PROMISED TO KEEP THE 
EMBASSY ADVISED OF THE PROGRESS OF THEIR NEGOTIATIONS 
WITH THE RPA. 
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
